Danzig, queen city of the Baltic, 
built on: the Jeft bank of the dark 
waters of the River Vistula, was a 
flourishing town even in the tenth 
eentury. For the hand of this queen 
in that century Danes, Prussians, 
Pomeranians, -Brapdenburgers, Poles, 
and Teutonic knights fought. 

At last the Teutonic knights won, 
‘and the city was in their possesslon 
fram the beginning of the l4th cen- 
tury until 1454, when {t became a 
Free City under the protection of 
Poland. E 

It fell to the Prussians in 1793, but 
during the Napoleonic wars, from 
1807 to 1814, It once.more achicved 
independence nnd became a separate 
dukedom, 

After Waterloo, however, Prussli 
again controlled the city, and it. re- 
mained the capital of Western Prus- 
sla until the end of the Great’ War. 

Then for the third time in its 
slory It became 4 Free City when It

“Cases of a similar nature omsy 
Happen wane after another In China 
when it becomes certain that the 
Tientsin issue cannot be solved,” the 
spokesman said. 

Referring.-to the announcement by 
the Japanese military authorities In 
Tientsin to the effect that they cannot 
expect much 
unless Britain effects a volte-face in 
her policy, the spokesman suys, Tt 
‘waa fmmedintely after the close of 
the European War in which Japan 
protected British interests In the Far 
East ond maintaincd thelr sccurity 
In uccordanee with the Anslo- 
Japanese alliance, that Britain be- 
gan to take an attitude which 
suyourcd of animosity toward 
Japan.” 

“We Japanese cannot forget how 
Britain has been making efforts to 
weaken Japan's Influence and to take 
o gtnnd against Jopan in the Man- 
churlan Incident and the China 
Affair,” the spokesman continued, 

Reviewing the British attitude to- 
ward Japan since tha, outbreak of the 
present Affalr, the spokesman ndd-

“In her propaganda, Britain mis- 
contrucd deliberately the true inten- 
tlon of Japan, and released false and 
fabricated reports with regard to

remission of his sentence for good conduct. 

At twelve minutes past seven the gates of the prison 
swung open and nine men walked out. Lonsdale was

Lonsdale looked up at the sky 
and all about him, breathed deeply 
and exclaimed: “Gosh, this amells 

* really good.” 

He was hatless and wearing o 
smart blue striped sult and blue 
overcoat. His fnce is bronzed; he 
looked as though he ‘had just return- 
ed from the South of France. He 
told us that he had spent the Jast few 
weeks heaving coal. —~ 

Lonsdale wus driven to a Chelsea 
flat for brenkfast. Grape fruit, a 
little bacon, sausage, and kidney, and 
coffee were what he chose. 

“lam going to continue my life as 
though nothing has happened,” he 
sald, “I am golng to write a bool 
about prison ife—to blow the lid off 
the so-called prison reforms. I hope 
to start as soon as I have taken over 
n furnished hause in London.
